About a dozen South Bay residents 
attended the regular commission meet- 
ing to protest a 450-bed federal prison 
proposéd by National Corrections Man- 
agement Incorporated, a Wellington 


facility on 51.2 acres of the 207.8 acre 
Brady property. The facility would have 
housed felons held by the U.S. Mar- 
shal and criminal immigrants awaiting 
deportation by the U.S, Immigration 
and Naturalization Service (INS). 

The $12.5 million project would have 
created approximately 95 jobs at full 
capacity.

"Brother Bill" 
sentenced to 12 


years in 


Clarence “Brother Bill" 
Williams, leader of the Holy 
Way Church in Pahokee, has 
been sentenced to 12 years in 
prison for violating his proba- 
tion in a 1987 sex case. 

Circuit Judge Virginia Gay 
Broome Tuesday called 
Williams “an evil man" and 
imposed the maximum sen- 
tence allowed under state sen- 
tencing guidelines for the pro- 
bation violation although 
Williams’ attorney pleaded 
with the judge to sentence 
Williams to house arrest. 

Williams, 70, was sentenced 
to five years’ probation in April 
1987 for encouraging teenage 
girls to fondle each other in his 


prison 


presence. 

On April 23 of this year he 
was convicted of having sex 
with an underage girl, Andrea 
Hoops. He is awaiting sentenc- 
ing on that conviction. 

During the trial preceeding 
the April conviction, Miss 
Hoops told jurors she endured 
three years of sex in God's 
name when she was 14. Proba- 
tion officials revoked Williams’ 
probation on similar charges 
when they learned of Miss 
Hoops’ accusations. 

The Holy Way Church in 
Pahokee has been accused of 
being a cult similar to the 
Branch Dayidians lead by 
David Koresh.

Angry crowd protests Everglades restoration tax

An 18 percent tax increase 
tentatively approved by the 
Governing Board of South 
Florida Water Management 
District on July 15, will be 
dedicated specifically to a trust 
fund for the restoration of the 
Everglades. The tax is expect- 
ed to raise about $240 million 
over the next decade from the 
taxpayers in the 16 counties 
which comprise the South 
Florida Water Management 
District. 

A crowd of angry taxpayers 
filled the auditorium at the 
water management district’s 


` offices in West Palm Beach on 


Thursday. According to Frank 
“Sonny” Williamson, a member 
of the governing board, the 
irate crowd -protested the 
increase. They felt the share to 
be borne by the sugar growers 
in the Everglades Agricultural 
Area should be more than the 
$322 million reached in an 
agreement earlier in the week. 

Mr. Williamson said the"pol- 
lution part of the problem, that 
portion blamed on the growers, 
will be paid'for by them. The 


balance will be shared by the 
tax increase, the district, the 
state and federal governments 
will be exclusively for the 
restoration part of the Ever- 
glades project. 

He said, that means that 
due to measures taken by the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
during the original Central 
and Southern Florida Flood 
Control Project, the normal 
sheet flow-of water into the 
Everglades was interrupted. 
Canals and water control 
structures diverted much of 
the water to the southeast 
along the coast instead of 
directly south and into the 
Everglades. 

He said the money provided 
by the special Restoration Trust 
Fund, (estimated at around 
$371 million) will re-establish 
the proper water flows to the 
Everglades and in the proper 
quantity. He ¢mphasized the 
importance of re-creating the 
sheet flow patterns which dom- 
inated before the Corps plumb- 
ing project in the 1950s. 

Mr. Williamson, an Okee- 
chobee agribusinessman and

If is seems you've been work- 
ing longer and harder to pay 
your bills and make ends meet 
in recent years, you're right. 
Americans finally earned 
enough money to pay all their 
taxes on May 3- the date of the 
Tax Foundation's Tax Freedom 
Day. That is bad enough. But 
don't be fooled; it's even worse. 
The government has found new 

aways to make your hard earned 
money that aren't even includ- 
ed in Tax Freedom Day. 

The average American work- 
er will not actually earn 
enough pay for government 
until July 13. That is the date 
of Cost of American Day, as cal- 
culated by Americans for Tax 
Reform. In other words, July 13 
is the day when Americans 
have finally earned enough 
money to pay for all of govern- 
ment spending.and hidden tax- 
es, Hidden taxes are commonly 
referred to as regulations or 
mandates- government pro- 
grams not included in the fed- 
eral and state budgets which 
lawmakers force businesses 
and people to pay for. - 

No matter who we are or 
where we work, we spend over 
half of our time laboring to pay 
for government spending and 
regulations. s 

Congress has passed a truck- 
load of new regulations since 
the late 1980's: the Clean Air 
Act amendments of 1990, the 
Americans with Disabilities 
Act (ADA) , a civil rights act, 
higher minimum wages and 
mandated family leave, to 

“name just a few. According to 
economist Robert.Genetski, the 
ADA alone could coat $20 bil- 
lion per year-$80 for every 
man, woman and child.

ten most populous states, Flori- 
da ranked higher government 
spending and more regulations. 
Among the ten most populous 
states, Florida ranked number 
one in average spending growth 


during the 1980's. < 


For years now federal law- 
makers have recklessly passed 
new taxes, laws and rules with- 
out even peeking at the price 
tag. Consider the’ consequences 
of excessive regulations. In 
order to comply, with congress’ 
excessive regulations, business- 
es must either raise prices, lay 
off workers or reduce wages. 

The bottom line is that eco- 
nomic growth declines as the 
total cost of government goes 
up. 

Had Congress been paying 
attention to the cost of govern- 
ment and the plight of the 
average worker, the depth and 
length of the 1990-1991 reces- 
sion could have been reduced. 
It's no coincidence that the 
recession and sluggish recovery 
of the 1990s have closely paral- 
leled a tremendous upsurge in 
the cost of government. From 
the day President Bush took 
office to today under Bill clin- 
ton, the total cost of govern- 
ment has.skyrocketed-from just 
over 48 percent of national 
income in 1989 to over 53 per- 
cent of national income in 
1993, For a household with an 
income of $30,000 per year, 
that translates into an addi- 
tional $1,500 per year in higher 
taxes and regulatory costs. 
Money that could have been 
used to buy goods and services 
or for personal saving is being 
used to fuel government 


owth. 

Things weren't always go 
bad. In fact, until.the 1930's, 
the cost of government was rel- 
atively reasonable. In 1929, 
government spending con- 
sumed about 11 percent of 
national income. Then the 
1930s and 1940s experienced a 
huge growth in government 
brought about by Franklin D. 


on the Management Board of 
the First American Bank. He 
was a.member. of Pahokee 
Lodge Number 1638, benevo- 
lent and protective member of 
the Elks.

By 1953, when 
President Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er took office after 20 years of 
Démocratic presidents, govern- 
ment spending has skyrocketed 
to over.30 percent of national 
income..The growth rate of gov- 
ernment spending slowed ,after 
1953, but took off again in the 
1960s, Not surprisingly, histori- 
cal data reveal a strong rela- 
tionship between the cost of 
government and the behavior of 
the economy. 

The recession of the early 
1980s closely paralleled an 
upturn in the cost of govern- 
ment- from just over 47 percent 
of national income in 1979 to 
nearly 53 percent in 1982. 
Then in 1982, a leveling off of 
the growth rate of government 
spending was accompanied by 
reduced regulatory costs. This 
led to gradual decrease in the 


cost of government, which j 


cleared the way for the econom- 
ic expansion of the 1980s- the 
longest peacetime expansion 
since WW II. Unfortunately 
since 1989 the cost of govern- 
ment has crept back. 

State tax-and regulatory poli- 
cies are also an important fac- 
tor in the total cost of govern- 0 
ment. New York and Mas- 
sachusetts are two well-known 
examples of states that overtax 
and overregulated their people 
in the 1970s and 1980s. Busi- 
nesses stopped expanding; jobs 
léft those states and eventually, 
the/people began leaving, too. 
California is a more recentq 
example. Spendthrift state leg- 
islators thought no one would 
ever leave sunny California. 
They were wrong. 

Too many lawmakers in 
Washington, D.C. and Tallahas- 
see claim that their expensive 
programs and excessive regula- 
tions are motivated by compas- 
sion. But if they really care 
about the plight of the working 
people of America, they will 
turn their efforts toward reduc- 
ing government, not growing it.
